RAIN SPOILS THE RACING 



MANY WITHDRAWALS AT CITY PARK BE- 
CAUSE OF AN UNEXPECTED DOWNFALL. 



Brougham Meets Expectations in the First Race- 
Animus Takes the Main Feature of the Day 
— BEasty Agnes Defeats Ketchemike. 



X<*w Orleans, La., February 2-5. — Today’s card. 
whii'U in Its original state left nothing to enthuse 
over, was further marred by iiuniermis withdrawals 
on account of a hard early morning rain. By post 
time the weather was summer-like and tempted the 
advance Mardl Gras visitors to come out in full 
force. 

Favorites again were tumbled over in six of the 
races and the thirty-six layers profited handsomely. 

Tlie scarcity of good riders caused by suspensions 
is having a tendency to keep the l>etter class of 
horses in their staldes as their owners do not c*are 
to intrust them to the hands of apprentice jockeys. 
This was partially responsible for the failure of 
today’s handicap to fill. 

Five races at seven furlongs, having a top and 
bottom selling price clause of $400, enabled the 
eheapest class horses to run, and furnished hut 
mediocre sport, interest in them developing mostly 
in the Ijetting ring. 

The opening race, in w’hich six youngsters met, 
result**d in a victory for Brmigham, after Hose- 
burg II., under his heavy impost, had been sub- 1 
jeete<l to all sorts of early interference. Tliat he 
finislied secmid w'as due to Anne Metiee’s dislike 
for the going and her tiring in the last sixteenth. 

Devout, after many attempts, finally managed to 
a«ef.t bund that he clearly coukl lieat aud wim by ' 
a h<-ad from Flowaway. 

The third tace went to Chancellor, one of the 
extreme outsiders in the betting. He came away 
fast after wearing Cliftmi Forge down in the first 
half. 

Afilmlis r«*peated his recent good victory by taking 
tbe fourth from Merrick. N. Walker, owner of 
Heart of Hya^'inth, later claimed Merrick for $775. 

Tbe last three races were won by long shots, 
ridden by- J. W. Murphy.

TRAINER JOHN W. ROGERS PASSES AWAY. 



Sdrved Edward Corrigan, Captain Sam Brown, W. C. 
and H. P. Whitney in Turn.

New York, February 25. — John W. Rogers died 
this inoriiliig at ten o’clock at Aiken, S. C., of pneu- 
monia. He w’us sick two weeks. The funeral will 
be from his iionie here in Westchester. He was 
a native of Ixiuisiaiia and his first experience was 
with horses in tlie west. He trained some for 
Clifton Bell, of Denver, fm- O. E. I>*fevre and for 
Waldo & Tlnilierlake and also trained some trotters 
in the «*arly days with Eil Corrigan. Rogers 
trained Mislesty, winner of the first American Derby, 
FYeelaiid and many others for Corrigan, coming cast 
with tli ‘, stable and lieatiiig many good horses here. 
His separation from Corrigan came on account of 
a difference of o|iinion about training. 

Only a short time afterward he began training for 
Captain S. S. Brown, handling Troubadour and many 
other famous horses. At one time they raeeil a 
stable ill tlie name of Brown & Rogers, the trainer 
iiHviiig an interest in a number of horses. The Sun- 
beam colt, afterwards Daily America, won the Rt*all- 
zatkMi of 185).*; in Brown & Rogers’ colors, which 
were red,' with white stars. Tliey sold Lamp- 
lighter to Pierre I»rillard and Dorian to August 
Belmont for big prices. Captain Brown’s stable 
was sold and for a while Rogers trained his own 
horses, liaving Lncania aud some other gotsl ones. 
L igh & Rose got Clifford as a three -year-old. but 
I>eigh. passing out of the partnership, Rogers & 
Rose began racing in that firm name, with Clifford 
and otliers. Wlieii Sam Hildreth parted company 
with the stable of W. C. Whitney the horses wi-re 
scatter! d ariHirid aimaig various trainers late in the 
fall, but tbe next spring Rogers took charge and 
has kept it ev.r since. Harry Payne Whitney said 
at Albany * few days ago when he heard of the 
Muiuus Illness of .Mr. Rogers, that should it termin- 
als. JCiitally, bn. would oiot luu>w where to get a man 
lik - him. “He is one of say. ten men. whom 1 
know absolutely is ou the level.” Said Mr. Whit- 
ney, “Rogers always insIsDnl on having the entire 
authority in his stable and perhaps more than any 
other trainer did his own training absolutely. He 
insistei! ou liaving negro help around the stable and 
with them he was very strict. Any boy caught 
touting or assoi*iating with a white man or doing 
anything exi*ept attending strictly to the work 
ansiml the stable, ha<i to look for another job im- 
mediately.”

Oakland, Cal., February 25. — Under the benign 
influence of the suiumer-like w’eather and encouraged 
by their successes of yesterday, race-goers came 
back to the race course at Oakland this afternoon 
in greatly augmente<l numbers to w'age the unequal 
combat with the forty-one layers comprising the big 
ring. 

From a purely racing standpoint the card itself 
was only moderately attractive, but the all-impor- 
tant lietting angle proraisc<l rich returns, as every 
race contained on paper, at least, an outstanding 
prospective winner at goml odds.

SXnT AGAINST CHICAGO OWNER FAILS. 



Cincinnati. O., February 25. — Judge Harbeson of 
the Circuit Court here yesterday rendered a decision 
in the case of J. C. Ferriss, Jr. vs. Mitchell by 
dismissing the petition of tbe complainant Ferriss. 
The suit arose over the sale of the steeplechaser 
Clas.s Leader, which John G. Mitchell of Chicago 
purchased from John Ferriss, Jr. at Fort Erie 
in August, 19114. Mitchell sent jockey Peters to 
Fort Erie, uiion receiving word that the horse was 
for sale for $700, with a certlfie<i check for that 
amount, but when that was offered to Ferriss for the 
horse he askeil $900, which Peters agreed to pay !»y 
giving the che<*k and $200 out of the first purse the 
horse should win. F^^rriss shortly afterward sued 
Mitchell for the remaiiHler of the purchase price, 
setting up the agreement made with Peters and the 
fact that the horse had won a race. Mitchell dis- 
clalmcHl an^ knowledge of the agreement made by 
Peters and said Peters in doing so exceeded his 
autboriiy. Judge llarbc^n took this view of the 
matter and dismissed the case. 



AGAINST REPEAL OF PERCY-GRAY LAW. 



Albany, N. February 25. — The State Racing 
(Commission, in its annual report presented to the 
legislature last night, opposes any change in the 
ra<*ing law as recommended by Governor Hughes in 
his animal message. James W. Wadsworth, Sr., 
as cbMirman, declares it Is the unanimous opinion 
of tbe conmiission that iio further legislation is 
necessary for the regulation of race tracks and that 
the present law carries out properly the purpose for 
^bich it was enacted. 

SiK'aking of the pending Agnew-Hart hills, Hie 
report says: “In our opinion the enactment of 

present proposed amendments would be serious dam- 
age to racing and would probably terminate it in a 
short time.” 

According to the report the attendance at race 
meetings the past year was larger than in any pre- 
vious year. The five per cent of the receipts al- 
lotted to the agricultural societies amounted to 
$240,429.
